yesterday and taking a seine caught 
enough anti-malaria minnows to stock 
75 okl wells and cisterns.

County sanitary officer J. B. Gurley 
assisted in the operation of catching 
the m iotiows. 
Mr. Gurley stated that he had no­ 
ticed that the minnows being used 
had been seen to catch little mosqui­ 
toes and also to eat the eggs laid by 
the malaria mosquitoes.
